IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending July 15 
was down 5 per cent from the preceding 4 weeks but was 
4 per cent above the corresponding period in 1960 accord- 
ing to the New York Times activity index. For the first 
half of the year, activity was 2 per cent below last year. 

Freight Car Loadings for the 4-week period ending July 
15 were down 8 per cent from the preceding 4 weeks, 5 
per cent from the corresponding period last year, and 
13 per cent for the first half of the year. 

Total Personal Income was up 1 per cent in June from 
May, 3 per cent from June 1960, and 2 per cent for the 
first half of the year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 2 per cent in June from May 
and 1 per cent from June 1960, but for the first half of 
the year was 4 per cent below last year. 

Steel Production was down 2 per cent in June from May 
but was 16 per cent above June 1960. For the first half 
of the year, however, production was down 26 per cent 
from last year. For the 4-week period ending July 15, 
production was down 8 per cent from the previous 4 weeks 
but was 27 per cent above the corresponding period last 
year. 

Electric Power Production was up 2 per cent in June 
from May, 5 per cent from June 1960, and 3 per cent for 
the first half of the year.

Military Procurement Contract Trends B 


The table and chart on page 8 abstract some U. S. De- 
partment of Defense figures on the value of prime con- 
tracts for military equipment, supplies, materials and new 
construction in order to high-light trends by state over the 
past decade. The data are compiled monthly in regular 
releases, and although not restricted, have not been widely 
circulated or studied. 

Space here does not permit exploring all of the ramifi- 
cations, but it is no exaggeration to say that because of 
the magnitude of the values represented, the awarding 
of military purchases has implications of the deepest sig- 
nificance for the industrial—and indeed the total economic, 
social and cultural—development of the regions of the 
United States; and bears vitally on the finances and capa- 
bilities of state and local governments. 

Basis of the Data 

It is to be emphasized that the amounts tabulated by 
state in the Department of Defense releases are for 
awards to prime contractors and that while construction 
contracts are for the most part classified by the state in 
which the construction is to be performed, contracts for 
equipment, supplies, etc. are largely classified by the state 
location of the prime contractor’s plant in which final pro- 
cessing and assembly will be done. The Defense Depart- 
ment release cautions that the “data on prime contracts 
do not provide any direct indication as to the state in 
which the actual production work is done.” 

The sub-contracting of the production of components or 
of the purchasing of materials, etc., is not, of course, 
limited by state lines. Nevertheless, all other things being 
equal, the proxtmity of the sub-contractor must be the 


IN OHIO 

Personal Income in June was up 1 per cent from May 
and 2 per cent from June 1960, and for the first half of 
the year was 1 per cent above last year. 

Bank Debits in 16 cities were up 5 per cent in June 
from May and 1 per cent from June 1960, but for the 
first half of the year were 1 per cent below last year. 

Agricultural Income was down 12 per cent in June from 
May and 3 per cent from June 1960, but for the first half 
of the year was 2 per cent above last year. 

Retail Sales were up fractionally in June from May but 
were down 1 per cent from June 1960, and for the first 
half of the year were 4 per cent below last year. 

Department Store Sales were down 4 per cent in June 
from May but were 2 per cent above June 1960, and for 
the first half of the year were only fractionally below 
last year. 

New Passenger Automobile Registrations in 46 counties 
were down fractionally in June from May, 15 per cent 
from June 1960, and 23 per cent for the first half of the 
year. 

New Truck Registrations in 45 counties were down 6 
per cent in June from May, 10 per cent from June 1960, 
and 13 per cent for the first half of the year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded seasonally adjusted was up 42 per cent 
in June from May, 54 per cent from June 1960, and 10 
per cent for the first half of the year.

decisive Pos Sh in his selection. For products other than 
highest-priority, highest-value-to-weight ratios, highly 
specialized, the amount of wide inter-regional (say, be- 
tween Mid-Atlantic and Pacific regions) sub-contracting 
and shipment relative to the total value of the finished 
product is not likely to be great. 

However, disregarding the degree to which long-distance 
sub-contracting of other than highest-value components 
may or may not exist, there is justification in analyzing 
the state prime contracts data purely in terms of the 
geographic dispersion and concentration of prime con- 
tractors alone. The summary which follows is made on 
this basis. 

Prime Contract Trends, By Leading States 

The first year of the data is 1951, with high volume of 
purchases during the Korean War, a war fought with 
“conventional” weapons—non-atomic, pre-ICBM’s, pre-Po- 
laris, ete. 

The shift in weaponry is without doubt the key to the 
shift in the state location of prime contractors since 1951. 
In 1951 when the conventional military equipment was 
being bought, the prime contracts were let chiefly in New 
York (18.2 per cent), California (13.2 per cent), Michigan 
(8.3 per cent), Ohio (7.5 per cent), Indiana (6.3 per 
cent), Connecticut (5.8 per cent), Illinois (5.4 per cent), 
and New Jersey (5.4 per cent). 

As the decade progressed and new weapons, especially 
ballistic missles, were developed and produced, the loca- 
tion of the prime contracts shifted. By 1959-60-61, almost 


one quarter of all the contracts were let to prime con-

Bituminous Coal Production was down 7 per cent 
in June from May, 5 per cent from June 1960, and 
13 per cent for the first half of the year. 


Retail Sales in June were up 2 per cent from May 
and were fractionally above June 1960, but for the 
first half of the year were 2 per cent below last year. 


Department Store Sales were up 1 per cent in June 
from May, 3 per cent from June 1960, and 1 per 
cent for the first half of the year. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded seasonally adjusted was up 9 per 
cent in June from May, 3 per cent from June 1960, 
and 5 per cent for the first half of the year. 


Commodity Prices at Wholesale were down frac- 
tionally in June from May, were 1 per cent below 
June 1960, and for the first half of the year were 
fractionally below last year. 


Retail Food Prices were up fractionally in June 
from May and from June 1960 and for the first half 
of the year were 2 per cent above last year. 


Manufacturing Employment was up 2 per cent in 
June from May but was 4 per cent below June 1960, 
and for the first half of the year was 7 per cent 
below last year.

Total employment in June was 1 per cent higher 
than in May, but was 9 per cent lower than in June 
1960. Total payrolls were 3 per cent higher in June 
than in May, but were 11 per cent lower than June 
1960 payrolls. In the first 6 months of 1961 total 
employment decreased 11 per cent and total payrolls 
decreased 12 per cent from last year. With the ex- 
ception of trade, service, and utilities payrolls, all 
subgroups showed decreases from the corresponding 
6 months last year.

tractors headquartered in California, and the contracts 
let to Atlantic and Mid-West industrial states prime con- 
tractors shrank correspondingly. In the first three quar- 
ters of 1961, the prime contracts concentrated in Califor- 
nia amounted to more than twice as much as the combined 
total let to prime contractors in the 5 large, Great Lakes 
industrial states of Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Indiana and 
Wisconsin. 

The California concentration is undoubtedly largely ac- 
counted for by ballistic missile development, which re- 
quired fuels and engine research and development, but 
more importantly, a tremendous expansion in research and 
development of electronic components necessary for the 
missile guidance and control systems. The fact that Mas- 
sachusetts, where other centers for electronics research 
and development were pioneered, was the only Eastern or 
Midwestern state to increase its share of the prime con- 
tracts over the decade is confirmation of the importance 
of electronic units in ballistic missile and space vehicle 
development. 


Conclusion 


One can only admire the enterprise of California air 
frame manufacturers, scientists, public officials, and the 
people of the state at large, who correctly saw the need 
and opportunities for development in electronics and other 
sciences, and who not only committed state and private 
resources for work in these fields, but promoted federal 
military and other contracts to further finance their work 
in these new areas. Ohio, and others of the leading in- 
dustrial states must pursue a similar course if they are 
to obtain the benefit of substantial prime military con- 
tracts in the future. 

On the other hand, there is a question of whether Ohio 
and other heavy industry states are receiving prime con- 
tracts commensurate with their capacities. In 1958, the 
five states, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan and 
Indiana accounted for 33.5 per cent of the total U. S. 
value added by manufacture, yet received as prime con- 
tracts in 1961 only 14.2 per cent of the total military

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procurement contracts. One may wonder whether the tech- 

nical capabilities in these great industrial states are so 

far divorced from the needs of today’s military program.
